Dr. Eckener expects to reach 


Lakehurst late Saturday evening 
or Sunday morning, estimating 
that the voyage will take from 60 
to 70 hours. 


The Graf probably will fly ove" 


Basle, the Loire valley, Cape Fin- 
isterre, proceeding westward over 
the-Atlantic north of the Azores 
According to this route the dirig- 
ible would strike the Virginia 
coast, flying thence to Washing- 
ton, D. C., and New York, then to 
Lakehurst. This same route was 
followed over United States soil 
when the Zeppelin made its pre- 
vious flight to America. 


ECKENER CHAGRINED 


Dr. Eckener expressed chagrin 


over the delay of the Fr,en3h per- 
mit to fly over French soil and its 
restriction' that the Graf may fly 
over French soil only between the 
hours of 7 and 9 a. m. He com- 
mented sarcastically: 


"I suppose the French want to 


know when we are coming to give 
us an honorary 'plane escort.' "
